Birthday greetings flooded in 
from around the world, and the 
District of Columbia government 
invited the President’s neighbors 
from the entire Washington area 
to a mid-day party on the White 
House lawn. 

Mr. Eisenhower went to the 
south lawn at noon to help plant 
a 20-foot red oak tree, a birthday 
gift from the people of Washing- 
ton. The District of Columbia 
government had proclaimed it 
Dwight D. Eisenhower day. 
White House police reported they 
checked almost 6000 persons into 
the grounds. 

It took the beaming President 
more than 10 minutes to make 
his way about 100 yards from his 
office to the tree-planting site.

LOS ANGELES, Gct. 14—Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon is 
expected to announce shortly 
that he will ask President Ejisen- 
hower to serve as a roving am- 
bassador for peace if Nixon 
wins the presidential election 
Nov. 8, it was learned last night 
from a Nixon aid. 

The Vice President may 
make the announcement in the 
speech he is to deliver tonight 
to a World Press Forum dinner 
at the Beverly Hilton Hotel in 
Beverly Hills. President Eisen- 
hower has agreed to accept such 
an assignment; the Nixon aid 
said. 

(In Washington, White House 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty told the Associated Press 
that he had never heard anything 
about a roving ambassadorship 
and that he had no comment.) 

The question was raised as to 
whether Mr. Eisenhower would 
serve in the same eapacity if 
Senator John F. Kennedy should 
be’ elected. The answer was 
that this might be possible but 
there was no assurance that he 
would consider serving a Demo- 
cratic President. 

Rumors of Move. 

Rumors that Nixon would 
make known his intention of 
calling on the President for 
some conspicuous service after 
Mr. Eisenhower retires Jan. 20 
have been circulating in the Re- 
publican candidate’s entourage 
for a week or more. The Vice 
President considers this a po- 
litical ten-strike since he feels 
it will link him even more 
closely with the President and 
his popularity. It will be a 
Nixon -Ejisenhower Administra- 
tion, Nixon strategists are say- 
ing jubilantly, instead of an 
Eisenhower - Nixon Administra- 
tion.

If drug- 
sensitive patients could be 
screened by a similarly simple | 
blood test, these drugs could be 
used on a great majority of pa- 
tients, he added. 

Until now, he said ,unusual re- 
actions to drugs were difficult to 
study because anemia and other | 
adverse. effects usually occur 
| spoardically an doften are so 
dangerous that the drug could 
not be readministered. 

Earlier, a report by Dr. Syd- 
ney Udenfriend of Cincinnati told 
the symposium of a new test to 
discover a form of mental re- 
tardation callea phenylketonuria. 
It has an incidence of between 
one in 25,000 to 50,000 persons. 

The retardation in infants is 
due to a here@itary condition in 
which the body cannot properly 
metabolize an amino acid, 
nylalanine, he said. Brain dam- 
age can be prevented by the use 
of a recently developed special 
diet low in this acid, but the diet 
must be instituted before an in- 
fant is started on proteins. 

Dr. Udenfriend’s report said | 
the condition is easily detected | 
by a simple urine test and urged | 
that all newborn children be sent | 
home with a gauze patch insert- 
ed in the diapers. The patches 
'would be sent back to the lab- 
oratory for tests to see if the 
condition exists. The report was 
read by Dr. Albert B. Eisenstein, 
director of the division of medi- 
cine at Jewish Hospital. |

Senator Pledges Great Effort r ae og . F r 
For Arms Curb; Vice President 
Denies Laxity in This Field 


NEW YORE, Oct. 14 (AP). ~ 
Following is an unofficial transcript of last night's tele- 
vision-radio debate between Vice President Richard M. 
Nivon, the Repubican presidential nominee, who spoke 
from Los Angeles, and Senator John F. Kennedy, the 
Democratic nominee, whe spoke from New York. 


ILL SHADEL of the American Broadcasting Co., the moderator, 

explained that there would be no opening statements, the hour- 

long program being devoted entirely to answering questions 
from the. panel. 

Panelists were Frank McGee of the National Broadcasting Co., 
Charles Von Fremd of the Columbia Broadcasting System, Roscoe 
Drummond of the New York Herald Tribune and Douglass Cater 
of Reporter magazine. 

McGEE: Senator Kennedy, yesterday you used the words 
trigger-happy in reference to Vice President Richard Nixon’s stand 
on defending the islands of Quemoy and Matsu. Last week on a 
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ment that you give to the union

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Right to Be in Berlin. 
KENNEDY: Mr. McGee, we 
have a contractural right to be 
in Berlin coming out of the con- 
versations at Potsdam and at 
the end of World War II and| _ 
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reinforced by direct commit- 


ments of the President of the 
United States. It has been rein- 
forced by a number ‘of other 
nations under NATO. 


I have stated on many occa- 
sions the United States must 
meet its commitment on Ber- 
lin. It is a commitment that 
we have to meet if we are 
going to protect the security 
of Western Europe and there- 
fore on this question I don’t 
think that there is any doubt 
in the mind of any American. 

I hope there is not any doubt 
in the mind of any member of 
the community of West Berlin. 
I am sure there isn’t any 
doubt in the mind of Russia. 

We will meet our commit- 
ments to maintain the freedoni 
and independence of West Ber- 
lin. 
SHADEL: Mr. Vice President, 
do you wish to comment? 

NIXON: Yes. As a matter of 
fact the statement that Senator 
Kennedy made was to the effect 
that there were trigger-happy 
Republicans—that my stand on 
Quemoy and Matsu was an indi- 
cation of trigger-happy Repub- 
licans. I resent that comment, 
I resent it because it is an impli- 
cation that Republicans have 
been trigger-happy and therefore 
would lead this nation into war. 


I would remind Senator Ken- 
nedy of the past 50 years. I 
would ask him to name one 


Republican President who led 
this nation into war. There were 
three Democratic Presidents who 
led us into war. 

I do not mean by that that 
one party is a war party and the 
other is a peace party, but I do 
say that any statement to the 
effect that the Republican party 
is trigger-happy ‘is belied by 
the record. 

Got Rid of War in 1953. 


We had a war when we came | 


into power in 1953. We got rid 
of that. We have kept out of 
other wars, and, certainly that 


doesn’t indicate that we are. 


trigger-happy. 
strong, but we haven’t been trig- 
ger-happy.- As far as Berlin is 
concerned, there isn’t any ques- 
tion about the necessity of de- 
fending Berlin, the right of 
people there to be free, and 


there isn’t any question about 


what the united American people, 


Republicans and Democrats 
alike, would do in the event 
there were an attempt by the 


Communists to take over in 


Berlin. 


SHADEL: The next question is 
by Mr. Von Fremd for Vice 


President Nixon. 


VON FREMD: Mr. Vice Presi- 
dent, a two-part question con- 


cerning the offshore islands in 
the Formosa Straits. If you were 


President, and the Chinese Com- 
munists tomorrow began an in- 


vasion of Quemoy and Matsu, 
would you launch the United 
States into a war by sending 
the Seventh fleet and other mili- 
tary forces to resist this aggres- 


sion and secondly, if the regular | 
conventional forces failed to halt | 


such an invasion would you 
authorize the use of nuclear 
weapons ? 

‘Won’t Indicate Course. 


NIXON: Mr. Von Fremd, it 
would be completely irresponsi- 
ble for a candidate for the presi- 
dency or for a President to in- 
dicate the course of action and 
the weapons he would use in the 
event of such an attack. 

I will say this, in the event 
that such an attempt occurred 
and in the event the attack was 
a prelude to an attack on For- 
mosa, which would be the indi- 
cation today because the Chi- 
nese Communists say over and 
over again that their objective 
is not the offshore islands, that 
they consider them only step- 
ping stones to taking Formosa. 


In the event. that their attack 
then were a prelude to an at- 


tack on Formosa, there isn’t 
any question but that the Unit- 
ed States would then again, as 
in the case of Berlin, honor our 
treaty obligations and stand by 
our ally on Formosa. 

But to indicate in advance how 
‘we would respond, to indicate 
the nature of the response would 
be incorrect, it would certainly 
be inappropriate, it would not 
be in the best interest of the 
United States. 

I will only say this, how- 
ever, in addition, to do what 
Senator Kennedy has suggest- 
ed, to suggest that we will 
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whets their appetite, 
the question comes, when do 
you stop them?. 

I have often heard President 
Eisenhower in discussing this 
question make the statement 
that if we once start the process 
of indicating that this point or 
that point is not the place to 
stop those who threaten the 
peace and freedom of the world, 
where do we stop them? And I 
say that those of us who stand 
against the surrender of terri- 
tory, this or any other, in the 
face of. blackmail, in the face 
of force by the Communists, are 
standing for the course that will 
lead to peace. 

SHADEL: Senator Kennedy, 
'do you wish to comment? 

Formosa Defense Treaty. 

KENNEDY: Yes. The United 
States now has a treaty which I 
voted for in the United States 
Senate in 1955 to defend Formosa 
and the Pescadores Islands. The 
islands which Mr. Nixon is dis- 
cussing are five or four miles 
respectively off the coast of 
China. Now, when. Senator 
Green, the chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, wrote to the President, he 
received back on the second of 
October, 1958, that neither you 
nor any other American need 

feel the United States will be in- 
in military hostilities 
_merely in the defense of Quemoy 
‘and Matsu. That is the issue. 
| I believe we must meet our com- 
mitment to Formosa, to support 
it and the Pescadores Islands. 
That is the present American 
position. 

The treaty does not include 
these two islands. Mr. Nixon 
suggests that the United States 
sheuld go to war if these two 
islands are attacked. I suggest 
that if Formosa is attacked, or 
the Pescadores, or if there 
is any military action in any 
area which indicates an attack 
on Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores, then, of course, the 
United States is at war to de- 
fend its treaty. 


I must say what Mr. Nixon 
wants to do is commit us, as 
I understand him so we can 
be clear for disagreement, he 
wants us to be committed to 
the defense of these islands, 
merely as a defense of these 
islands as free territory, not as 
part of the defense of Formosa. 


Adm. Yarnell, the command- 
er of the Asiatic fleet, has said 
that these islands are not worth 
the bones of a single Ameri- 
can. The President of the 
United States has indicated 
they are not within the treaty 
area, they were not within the 
treaty area when the treaty 
was passed in 1955. We have 
attempted to persuade Chiang 
Kai-shek as late as January 
1959 to reduce the number of 
troops he has there. This is a 
serious issue. And I think we 
should understand completely 
where we disagree. 

SHADEL: Mr. Cater has the 
next question, Senator Kennedy. 

CATER: Senator Kennedy, 
last week you said before we 
hold another summit confer- 
ence that it was important that 
the United States build its 
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on Minute Man and on Polaris. 
It may be a long period, but we 
must get started immediately. 


Early Arms Talks. 


Now, on the question of dis- 
armament, particularly @(uclear 
disarmament, I must say that I 
feel that another effort should 
be made by a new Administra- 
tion in January of 1961 to renew 
the negotiations with the Soviet 
Union and see whether it is 
possible to come to some con- 
clusions which will lessen the 
chances of contamination of the 
atmosphere, and also lessen the 
chances that other powers will 
begin to possess a nuclear capa- 
city. 


10, 15 or 20 nations will have 
a nuclear capacity, including 
Red China by the end of the 
presidential office in 1964. 
This is extremely serious. 
There have been many wars 


strength. Modern weapons take 
quite a long time to build. What 
sort of prolonged period did you 
envisage before there can be a 
summit conference, and do you 
think that there can be any new 
initiatives on the ground of nu- 
clear disarmament, nuclear con- 
trol or weapon control during 
this period? 

KENNEDY: I think we should 
strengthen our conventional 
forces, and we should attempt in 
January, February and March 
of next year to increase the air 
lift capacity of our conventional 
forces. Then I believe that we 
should move full time on our 


missile production, particularly 


in the history of mankind, 
and to take a chance now and 
not make every effort that we 
could make to provide for 
some control over these weap- 
ons, I think would be a great 
mistake. 9 

One of my disagreements 
with the present Administra- 
tion has been that I don’t feel 
a real effort has been made 
on this very sensitive subject, 
not only of nuclear contro] but 
also of general disarmament. 


Less than 100 people have been 
working throughout the entire 
Federal Government on this sub- 
ject and I believe it has been 
reflected in our success and fail- 
ures at Geneva. 


Now we may not succeed. The 
Soviet Union may not agree to 
an inspection system. We may 
not be able to get satisfactory 
assurances. 


Attempt at Arms Curbs. 


It may be necessary for ‘us 
to begin testing again but I 
hope the next Administration, 
and if I have anything to do 
with it, the next Administration 
will make one last great effort 
to provide for control of nuclear 
testing, control of nuclear weap- 
ons, if possible control of outer 
space free from weapons and 
also to begin again the subject 
of general disarmament levels. 

These must be done. If we 
cannot succeed, then we must 
strengthen ourselves. But I 
would make the effort because I 
think the fate not only of our 
civilization but I think the fate 
of the world and the future of 
the human race is involved in 
preventing a nuclear war. 


SHADEL: Mr. Vice President, 
your comment? 


NIXON: Yes. I am going to 
make a major speech on this 
whole subject next week before 
the next debate and I will have 
an opportunity then to answer 
any other questions that may 
arise with regard to my position 
on it. 


There isn’t any question but 
that we must move forward iz 
every possible way to reduce 
the danger of war, to move to- 
ward controlled disarmament, 
to control tests, but also let’s 
have in mind this, when Sena- 
tor Kennedy suggests that we 
haven’t been making an effort 
he simply doesn’t know what 
he is talking about. 

It isn’t a question of the 
number of people who are 
working in an Administration. 
It is a question of who they 
are. This has been one of the 
highest level operations in the 
whole State Department, right 
under the President himself. 

We have gone certainly the 
extra mile and then some in 
making offers to the Soviet 
Union on control of tests, on 
disarmament and in every 
other way, and I just want-to 
make one thing very clear. 
Yes. we should make .a great 
effort but under no circum- 
stances must the United Sta 
ever make an agreement cao 
on trust, 

There must be an absolute 

ee. 

Now, just a comment on Sen- 
ator Kennedy’s last answer. 

He forgets that in this same 
debate on the Formosa resolu- 
tion which he said he voted for, 
which he did, that he voted 
against an amendment or was 
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recorded as against an amend- 
ment or for an amendment, I 
should say, which passed the 
Senate overwhelmingly, 70 to 12, 
and that amendment put the 
Senate of the United States on 
record with the majority of the 
Senator’s own party voting, as 
well as a majority of the Repub- 
licans, put them on _ record 
against the very position that 
the Senator takes now of sur- 
rendering, of indicating in ad- 
vance that the United States will 
not defend the offshore islands. 


SHADEL: The next question 
is by Mr. Drummond for Vice 
President Nixon, 


DRUMMOND: Mr. Nixon, I 
would like to ask one more 
aspect or raise another aspect 
of this same question. It is my 
understanding that President 
Eisenhower never advocated 
that Quemoy and Matsu should 
be defended under. all circum- 
stances as a matter of principle. 
I heard Secretary Dulles at a 
press conference in 1958 say that 
he thought that it was a mistake 
for Chiang Kai-shek to deploy 
troops to these isiands. I would 
like to ask what has led you to 
take what appears to be a dif- 
ferent position on this subject. 

Artillery Shortage. 

NIXON: Well, Mr. Drummond, 
first of all, referring to Secre- 
tary Dulles’s press conference, I 
think if you read it all, and I 
know that you have, you will 
find that Secretary Dulles also 
indicated in that press confer- 
ence that when the troops are 
withdrawn from Quemoy that 
the implication was certainly of 
everything that he said that 
Quemoy could better be de- 
fended. 


There were too many infantry- 
men, not enough heavy artillery 
and certainly I don’t think there 
was any implication in Secretary 
Dulles’s statement that -Quemoy 
and Matsu should not be de- 
fended in the event that they 
were attacked and that attack 
was a preliminary to an attack 
on Formosa. 


Now, as far as President 
Eisenhower is concerned, I 
have often heard him discuss 
this question, as I related a 
moment ago the President has 
always indicated that we must 
not make the mistake in deal- 
ing with a dictator of indieat- 
ing that we are going to make 
a concession at the point of a 
gun. Whenever you do that 
inevitably the dictator is en- 
couraged to try it again. So 
first it will be Quemoy and 
Matsu, next it may be For- 
mosa. What do we do then? 

My point is this: That once 
you do this, follow this course 
of action of indicating that you 
are not going to demend a 
particular area, the inevitable 
result is that it encourages a 
man who is determined to con- 
quer the world to press you 
to the point of no return, and 
that means war. 

We went through this tragic 
experience leading to World War 
II, We learned our lesson again 
in Korea. We must not learn it 
again. That is why I think the 
Senate was right, including the 
majority of the Democfats, a 
majority of the Republicans, 
when they rejected Senator Ken- 
nedy’s position in 1955. And, in- 
cidentally, Senator Johnson was 
among those who rejected that 
position, voted with the 70 
against the 12. 


Would Press U.S. to War. 


The Senate was right because | 


they knew the lesson of history 
and, may I say this, that I would 
trust that Senator Kennedy 
would change his position on 
this, change it because as long 
as he as a major presidential can- 
didate continues to suggest that 
we are going to turn over these 
islands, he is only encouraging 
the aggressors, the Chinese 
Communists and the Soviet ag- 
gressors, to press the United 
States, to press us to the point 
where war would be inevitable. 

The road to war is always 
paved with good intentions and 
in this instance the good inten- 
tion of course is a desire for 
peace, but certainly we are not 
going to have peace by giving 
in and indicating in advance that 
we are not going to defend what 
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has become a symbol of free- 
dom. 


SHADEL: Senator Kennedy? 


KENNEDY: I don’t think it 
is possible for Mr. Nixon to 
state the record in distortion 
of the facts with more preci- 
sion than he just did. 

In 1955 Mr. Dulles at his 
press conference said the 
treaty that we have with the 
Republic of China excludes 
Quemoy and Matsu from the 
treaty area. That was done 
with much thought and delib- 
eration. Therefore that treaty 
does not commit the United 
States to defend anything ex- 
cept Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores and to deal with acts 
against that treaty area. 


I completely sustain the treaty. 
I voted for it. I would take any 
action necessary to defend the 
treaty on Formosa and the Pes- 
cadores islands but we are now 
talking about the Vice Presi- 
dent’s determination to guaran- 
tee Quemoy and Matsu, which 
are four or five miles off the 
coast of Red China, which are 
not within the treaty area. 

I do not suggest that Chiang 
Kai-shek — and this Administra- 
tion has been attempting since 
1955 to persuade Chiang Kai-shek 
to lessen his troop commitments. 
Instead of listening to the Presi- 
dent, in 1959 Mr. Robertson and 
Adm. Radford and Gen. Twining 
said he was still doing it in 1959. 


Quotes Ridgeway. 

Gen Ridgeway said, ‘“‘Whoever 
is ready to go to war for Quemoy 
and Matsu to me would seem an 
unwarranted course to take; to 
me that concept is completely 
repugnant.” 

So I stand with them, I stand 
with the Secretary of State, Mr. 
Herter, who said these islands 
were indefensible. I believe’ that 
we should meet our commitments 
and if the Chinese Communists 
attack the Pescadores and For- 
mosa it wil] mean a war. 


I would not hand over these 
islands under any point of gun 
but I merely say that the treaty 
is quite precise and I sustain the 
treaty. 


Mr. Nixon would add a guar- 
antee to an island five miles off 
the coast of the Republic of 
China when he has never really 
protested the Communists’ seizing 
Cuba, 90 miles off the coast of 
the United States. 


SHADEL: Mr. Von Fremd has 
a question for Senator Kennedy. 


VON FREMD: Senator Ken- 
nedy, I would like to shift the 
conversation, if I may, to a do- 
mestic political argument. The 
chairman of the Republican Na-

I have supported the Admin- 
istration’s position and I think 
that that position has been cor- 
rect. I think my position has 
been correct. As far as Indo- 
China was concerned, I stated 
over and over again that it was 
essential during that period that 
the United States make it clear 
that we would not tolerate Indo- 
china falling under Communist 
domination. 

Position on U-2. 


Now, as a result of our taking 
the strong stand that we did, 
the civil war there was ended 
and today at least in the south 
of Indochina the Communists 
have moved out and we do have 
a strong free bastion there. 

Now, looking to the U-2 flights, 
I would like to point out that I 
have been supporting the Presi- 
dent’s position throughout. I 
think the President was correct 
in ordering these flights. I think 
the President was correct cer- 
tainly in his detision to continue 
the flights while the conference 
was going on. 

I know for example in reading

Q. Why is this calied a “synthetic” strike? 


A, 1. Because nearly 180,000 General Electric 
employees are still on the job. In spite of violence

Q. What is this offer that others have accepted and

1. A 7% wage increase in two steps — 3% imme- 
diately and 4% on April 2, 1962 — optional 
arrangements for an extra holiday and extra 
vacation for long-service employees. 

2. Greater employment opportunities through 
added retraining and reassignment opportunities 
within the Company. 

3, Added income protection in case of layoff. 

4. Increased retirement security through pension- 
plan improvements. 

5. Greater insurance protection for employees and 
their families, — : 

Q. How were these proposals arrived at? 

A. As a result of a year’s prior study and many long 
weeks of discussion at the bargaining table with 
union officials this summer. In these negotiations, 
General Electric’s five-point approach was to: 

1. Determine the right thing to do, and encourage 
union representatives to make their own inde- 
pendent search, At bargaining sessions, exchange 
views and study all pertinent facts, trends. and 
opinions, 

2. Explore with union representatives the pros and 
cons of alternate courses to determine which is 
soundest.

Q. Is there any truth in Mr. Carey’s claim that he has 
been unable to bargain with responsible Com- 

pany representatives? | 

A. No. In effect, Mr. Carey is trying to name the 
people who.should bargain for General Electric. 


Mr. Carey has been negotiating with a designated, 
authorized representative who-has had full 
authority to speak for General Electric in .all 
matters of concern to the Company and the JUE, 
Only this past Tuesday the Company filed an un- 
fair labor practice charge with the National Labor 
Relations Board, charging that [UE “has refused 
to bargain in good faith ~ ignoring and seeking to 
circumyent the Company’s designated bargaining 
representatives and seeking to dictate to the Come 
pany the make-up of its bargaining team.” 


Q. What about bringing in third parties to resolve 
the issues? 


A. Three representatives of the Federal Mediation 
Service have participated in the negotiations for 
weeks, carrying on the mediation function, which 
attempts to help the parties reach an agreement 
between themselves. But the kind of outside partic- 
ipation sought by Mr. Carey aims at bringing in 
third parties to make the decisions. The net effect 
of this kind of intervention is an end to collective 
bargaining as such. It substitutes instead the arbi- 
trary decisions of men who, no matter how well 
intentioned, can hardly hope to have the back- 
ground and knowledge to do much more than find 
some way of “splitting the difference.” General 
Electric has not been holding back on its proposals. 
Our best proposals to our employees are already on 
the bargaining table, and therefore we cannot risk 
unwarranted concessions that would be even more 
costly to General Electric and our employees than 
a strike.:

But we expect 
to be in business for a long time, and to welcome 
our striking workers back to the same kind of 
peaceful progress that they and we have been 
enjoying for the past 14 years.

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The Tumult Dies 


The terrible-tempered Khrushchev has de- 
parted from New York, leaving the United 
Nations shaken but intact. Never have there 
been such scenes in the General Assembly— 
more than three weeks of challenges, demands, 
charges, threats, insults, proposals, table- 
pounding and discord. The climax came 
Wednesday when the Soviet premier took 
off his shoe and banged it on a desk and 
President Boland of the Assembly shattered 
his gavel trying to maintain order. It was 
this session, which Khrushchev reduced to 
a burlesque of the orderly democratic process, 
that caused American diplomats to conclude 
that the Russian leader was trying to rule 
the U.N. or ruin it. 

In fact he did neither. It is difficult for 
Americans to decide whether he accomplished 
the purpose for which he came to New York 
with the leaders of his Communist satellites, 
for the purpose was never very clear. If he 
wanted to show his Marxist ideological rivals, 
the Chinese Communists, that he could domi- 
nate the U.N. he succeeded in the sense that 
he took and held the initiative. But he failed 
to gain anything of substance and he appar- 
ently failed to convince the new African na- 
tions, whose favors he sought, that the Com- 
munist world could do more for them than 
the free world. 

. ° . 

In connection with the Soviet resolution on 
debating colonialism, which the United States 
accepted, Khrushchev found himself in effect 
rebuked by Asian and African delegates. Am- 
bassador Rishikesh Shaha of Nepal, referring 
to the shoe-pounding incident and the insults 
Khrushchev hurled at a Philippine speaker, 
expressed “the deep concern over the dignity 
of this institution to which we in Asia and 
Africa are so proud to belong . . . we are 
not prepared to be blackmailed into submis- 
sion to any great power.” 

Agreement by the United States to a full 
debate on freedom for all colonial areas was 
a wise move. It deprived the Russians of a 
propaganda weapon and aligned the United 
States with Asian and African nations newly 
emerged from colonial status. Khrushchev 
professed to interpret United States accept- 
ance as a gesture of reconciliation to him. 
The United States has an excellent record on 
colonialism and will have the opportunity in 
the debate of criticizing the Soviet Union for 
its system of satellites. Khrushchev obvious- 
ly hoped the United States would turn down 
his colonialism proposal and may wish later 
he had not brought it up. 


While Khrushchev showed almost no regard 
for the integrity of the United Nations, he 
demonstrated a great respect for and com- 
petence in methods of getting his name be- 
fore the world audience. Almost his first act 
after arriving in New York Sept. 19 was to 
embrace Castro in Harlem. Two days later 
he was host to 18 Latin American nations. 
For awhile he put on an almost daily show 
from the balcony of the Soviet headquarters 
on P#k Avenue. His first major speech 
Sept. 22 was extraordinarily harsh and abu- 
sive. He shouted down British Prime Minister 
Macmillan on the Assembly floor.

But he was defeated in his effort to get 
rid of Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold 
for Mr. Hammarskjold’s discharge of his U.N. 
duties in The Congo, and in his effort to re- 
make the Secretary General’s office to give 
the Russians a veto. Soviet pressure in this 
area is likely to continue, however. Khrush- 
chev lost on the issue of debating admission of 
Red China, but he gained ground nevertheless. 


Whether he made progress with the neu- 
trals is not yet clear; the neutrals showed a 
greater tendency to hold together and gave 
promise of exerting an important role in the 
East-West struggle. It is not clear whether 
Khrushchev’s activities precluded progress on 
disarmament and the Berlin issue; Khrush- 
chev was infuriated when his demand that 
disarmament be debated immediately by the 
Assembly was decisively beaten. The defeat 
produced Khrushchev talk of rockets and 
war, and late Thursday Khrushchev told the 
Assembly that Soviet armed forces have been 
placed on a war footing and that if the United 
States wanted war it would get it. 


The average American, we think, would 
conclude from Khrushchev’s extraordinary 
performance that the Russian leader over- 
played his hand and weakened his world po- 
sition. But he is a resourceful and cunning 
international politician whose motivations are 
often obscure. The full meaning of his New 
York visitation may not be apparent for 
some time. 


Submarine for an Ambush 


There are good tidings in the return to 
port after sea trials of the Tullibee, a nuclear- 
powered submarine designed from stem to 
stern for locating and destroying enemy sub- 
marines. Navy reports indicate the Tullibee 
can be expected to play a sizable part in over- 
coming weaknesses in our anti-submarine war- 
fare department. 

The speed and concealment factors in the 
nuclear submarines and their ability to go 
deeper and take advantage of the thermal 
layers, have all pointed in one direction: A 
submarine is the best defense against an- 
other submarine. The Tullibee is packed with 
apparatus that represents long, costly and 
tedious research by Navy technicians and 
civilian engineers and scientists. The suc- 
cess scored is not spectacular, as was that of 
the soaring Polaris missile, but it means the 
Navy shortly should have an improved ability 
to deal with enemy missile submarines. 


New Base for School Aid 


Although Lawrence G. Derthick, United 
States Commissioner of Education, may be 
regarded as a representative of the Admin- 
istration so far as schools are concerned, he 
hardly can be accused of having made a cam- 
paign speech here in St. Louis. 

While the Government is spending $119,- 
000,000 on agricultural research, he said, the 
Office of Education has only $6,200,000 for 
educational research. He said that 2,000,000 
children still are attending overcrowded 
schools, and that 25,000 American communi- 
ties still have schools with only one teacher. 

Derthick compared the Russian passion for 
education with our-indifference. He pointed 
out that we are spending only 5 per cent of 
our gross national product for education 
while some underdeveloped nations are spend- 
ing 40 per cent. He also said we need a new 
base for educational support. Be that as it 
may, Derthick’s figures are for remembering. 
They should be brought up just as soon as 


the next Congress is told by the U.S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce—as almost surely it will be 
—that there is neither a shortage of teachers 
nor of classrooms, that our schools really do 
not need federal aid. 


Companion to Aid 

While the United States recéntly offered 
Latin America a half-billion-dollar develop- 
ment aid fund, this program has a little-no- 
ticed companion piece. The State Department 
is now trying to impress’ upon the sister 
republics the idea of self-improvement through 
more effective income taxes and collection. 

In general, Latin American income tax 
rates are far lower than those in the United 
States and collection often is lax. Our in- 
come tax rates run to 82 per cent; some Latin 
American maximum rates are as low as 8 
per cent. 

Moreover, taxes on income and wealth pro- 
duced 81 per cent: of the 1959 United States 
revenue of 79 billions. In Argentina, which 
has the highest income tax rates in Latin 
America, taxes on incdme and wealth con- 
tributed only 22 per cent of $647,000,000 in 
revenue. Other percentages were: Brazil, 33 
per cent; Mexico, 32 per cent; Chile 34 per 
cent; Colombia, 43 per cent; and Venezuela, 
42 per cent. 

The lack of properly graduated income tax- 
ation in Latin America has contributed to the 
maldistribution of~ wealth. It has left no 
check against hoarding abroad and provided 
no incentive for investment at home. A pri- 
mary result is insufficient revenue to meet 
governmental needs and frograms. A social 
consequence is a dependency on excise taxes 
which fall more heavily on lower income 
groups. 

Perhaps it is a strange picture for the capi- 
talistic United States to be pressing a basic 
social reform on neighbor governments that 
pretend to more liberal economic theories, 
but certainly the United States has a perfect 
right to do so. Latin Americans ought to tax 
themselves more as North Americans are 
taxed before expecting wholesale North Amer- 
ican assistance. Better taxation would, in 
fact, make this aid more effective. Too many 
Yankee dollars have had to be used so far 
to bail neighbor nations out of unnecessary 
budget difficulties. 

Under Secretary of State Douglas Dillon 
brought the subject of tax reform to the at- 
tention of the Latin American delegates at 
the Bogota economic conference. We hope 
they heed the advice as well as the offer of 
aid. Governments claiming to lead a social 
revolution should not cling to feudal tax 
systems. 


Spoils to Be Eliminated 


It was to be expected that County Assessor 
Kennedy and his Republican opponent, Wil- 
liam A. Brink, would join Collector Ralph L. 
Devereaux in opposing the Charter amend- 
ments that are to be submitted Nov. 8. The 
amendments would abolish the political posts 
of Assessor and Collector and eliminate all 
the patronage jobs controlled by these two 
officials. Naturally they are not going to 
permit their political empires to be liquidated 
without a fight. 

But the issue is now crystal clear: Should 
the assessing and tax-collecting functions of 
the county government be handled on a busi- 
nesslike basis by officials and workers hired 
and retained in office on merit? That is the 
aim of the Charter amendments. Or should 
the two offices continue to be operated by 
political hacks for the spoils involved? That 
is the aim of the Messrs. Kennedy, Brink and 
Devereaux. 

Every nickel wasted by the courthouse 
spoilsmen ultimately comes out of the pockets 
of the county’s thousands of taxpayers, many 
of whom are also struggling to pay off mort- 
gages on their homes and to support good 
schools for their children. They cannot af- 
ford to subsidize the present system, which 
wastes money and produces third-rate service 
to boot. Surely the people will vote next 
month for the Charter amendments that prom- 
ise cash savings and vastly improved service. 


Long Ball for Long Green 

Those deep thinkers of baseball who com- 
plain that the game has been stacked against 
the pitchers and in favor of the sluggers 
picked up plenty of fresh ammunition during 
the World’s Series. Cincinnati’s pitching Jim 
Brosnan even may write another book on the 
theme. It would have sold well in the Golden 
Triangle had it been available after the sec- 
ond and third games—the ones the Yankees 
won 16-3 and 10-0O—or even after the sixth 
which went to the New Yorkers, 12-0. Then 
Pirate fans might have been convinced that 
the bat is too big in the national game. 

But they were wholeheartedly converted 
to the efficacy of slugging when their man, 
Mazeroski, wound up the grand fandango in 
the last inning of the last game by driving 
the money-carrying homer over Forbes Field’s 
ivy-covered left field wall. That grand and 
glorious hit changed the Pirates from also- 
rans into champs. 

Well, it couldn’t have happened to a nicer 
team. It proved, so far as the National League 
is concerned, that the Yankees’ Casey Stengel 
is just a fairly successful banker whose base- 
ball gibberish really is gibberish. It proved 
that even without offensive or defensive 
depth, the Pirates still were too much for the 
affluent Yankees. It proved that a team can 
pick itself off the ground, not once but re- 
peatedly, that where there’s a will there’s a 
way, that the righteous need not settle for a 
moral victory, that virtue does triumph in 
the end, 

If some of the scores were more appropri- 
ate for football than baseball, isn’t this the 
football season? The Pirates now couldn't 
care less about those figures. They are happy 
with the fatter ones on their World’s Series 
checks. May they soar in splendor until their 
first 1961 game against the Cardinals. 


Out of Florida 


The National Association of Broadcasters 
set out to find a new president with a national 
reputation, and found him in Gov. Leroy Col- 
lins of Florida. The same courageous mod- 
eration on civil rights and other issues which 
confronted him with political difficulties in 
the South increased his prestige nationally, 
and Gov. Collins also made a strong impres- 
sion on the radio-TV industry as chairman of 
the Democratic national convention. So he 
leaves a $22,500-a-year political office, where 
he could not succeed himself, for a $75,000 
position with the N.A.B. There, at least, the 
nation will not lose sight of him.

The capture of the Guatemalan Am-

pounds of heroin is worth $4,000,000

read neglected to point out one thing: 
That the United States is the only 
country in the world where that amount 
of heroin would bring that amount of 
money or, in fact, any sizable amount 
at all.

have created a vast 
market for heroin here by making it 
illegal. We have built a Luge and 
prosperous crime cartel out of the 
illegality of narcotics that is doing 
terrible social damage. 


This is in the great American tradi- 
tion. When people harbor appetites we 
disapprove of, we pass a law against 
them. We outlawed liquor and we got 
Capone. We got gangsterism. We are 
the only country in the jworld where 
gangsterism is big business. In fact, 
crime is the biggest business in the 
United States. You can credit the Vol- 
stead Act with all of it. Prohibition 
created Capone, Luciano, Frank Cos- 
tello, and all the rest of them. Far 
worse, we lost our respect for law 
and we never got it back.

Dope addiction is a very large and 
very complex problem. But the men 
who are the biggest experts in it have 
no experience with or patience for the 
very large social problem that is cre- 
ated by the huge amounts of money in 
illegal narcotics. 

In Britain, for instance, where there 
is no criminal addiction, a medical 
addict can get what in this country 
would amount to a fix for 14 cents. 
Here it’s $30. An addict on CBS’s “‘The 
Twentieth Century” explained that he 
and his partner stole to satisfy. this 
craving. Because they got only about 
one-third the value of what they stole, 
they were forced to steal about $70,- 
000 worth of goods a year or in the 
ten years of his addiction almost three

Between Book Ends _ Ethics and Economics 


A HUMANE ECONOMY, by Wilhelm 
Koepke. (Regnery, 312 pgs., $5.) 


William Koepke is apparently a deep- 
ly religious economist who permits his 
religion to permeate his thoughts on 
the great economic issues of the day.

In addition, there is the vast vested 
interest among gangsters in pushing 
dope. Another addict on the CBS show 
said that he was tired of earning $40 
or $50 a week when he saw dope push- 
ers riding around in Cadillacs. In the 
higher echelons, the money from nar- 
cotics is corrupting cops, legislators, 
and children. And it always will—so 
long as 116 pounds of heroin is worth 
$4,000,000 (or $20,000,000). That's a lot 
of money. 

Statistics on drug addiction are wildly 
unreliable and there is no real way of 
finding out that the Narcotics Act has 
reduced drug addiction at all. Addic- 
tion has shifted from the adult popu- 
lation to the teen-agers who are easier 
to trap. One thing is indisputable: the 
Harrison Narcotics Act of 1914 created 
a hugé criminal problem where there 
was none at all. 


This has seriously hampered treat- 
ing dope as a medical problem. For 
one thing, not only is there no money 
for research on the causes of and pre- 
vention of drug addiction, there is no 
real interest among doctors doing the 
research. Doctors feel it’s a criminal 
problem and they want no part of it. 
The emphasis is on district attorneys, 
judges, and cops, and Harry Anslinger, 
Federal Narcotics Commissionezs. 


Doctors warn there is no easy solu- 
tion to dope addiction and I’m sure 
they’re right. They warn: don’t be 
glib (so readily that one could accuse 
them of being very glib about 
cusation of glibness). But if heroin 
were made legal tomorrow so that it 
could be obtained at some reasonable 
price at a drug store with a doctor's 
prescription, I doubt there’d be any 
increase in dope addiction. There 
wouldn’t be—as there now is—a vast 
network of criminals selling dope in 
schoolyards, nospitals, and prisons, 
because there wouldn’t be money in 
it.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. (UPI) 
—President Eisenhower attended 
a performance by the Royal 
Danish Ballet with King Fred- 
erik and Queen Ingrid of Den- 
mark last night. 

The President was especially 
delighted by the final item on 
the program, a spirited Neapoli- 
tan folk ballet. Mr. Eisenhower, 
grinning broadly, commented to 
the King as they left the theater: 

“It was just like a lot of happy 
people dancing in the village 
square.” 

The royal couple went to the 
downtown theater with Mr. 
Eisenhower after they gave a 
dinner in his honor at the Danish 
embassy. 

The President and the King 
wore white tie and tails and 
each wore a blue sash across 
his chest, representing a Danish 
decoration. 


The new church will be known 
as the Lutheran Church of 
America. 

The Rev. Franklin Clark Fry, 
president of U.L.C.A., said a 
constitutional convention of the 
merged groups probably would 
be held in June 1962. 

The new church, which will 
be the largest Lutheran church 
in America, is scheduled tenta- 
tively to come into being in 1963 
after each of the merging bodies 
has been given the opportunity 
to adopt constitution and by- 
laws which will be evolved in

The only dissenting vote cast 
on consolidation was by Joe C. 
Ridenhour, Kannapolis, N.C. 

Dr. Fry called for approval 
of the consolidation agreement. 
He said the merger was a ‘‘mo- 
mentous decision’’ but would be 
a step leading to “our new 
Zion” —a Lutheran Church in 
America with more than 3,000,- 
000 members.

I WATCHED the first two of the great debates on televi- 
sion where I thought Senator Kennedy had the advantage. 
However, on radio, listeners have felt Vice President Nixon 
won out, even in the first debate where appearances loomed

Last night’s debate I 
listened to entirely on ra- 
dio with the ‘television 
turned off and I must ad- 
mit it’s a different show. 
Nixon comes across far 
harder, seems more confi- 
dent—or maybe he was 
more confident—and 
more relaxed of the two, 
Kennedy seemed more 
tense. He hasn't the 
breath control of Nixon 
and this is far more no- 


' ticeable on radio than on TV. He talks too fast on both TV 


and radio but, again, it’s more noticeable on radio. 
Radio itself has a clarity of purpose that con- 
tributes greatly to the expression of ideas, Person- 
ality is still important but not overridingly so.

. Liebestraum 

IT IS FITTING that Franz Liszt, a romantic figure of 
nineteenth century Europe, the Continent’s great piano vir- 
tuoso for 15 years and composer of hundreds of pieces in the 
romantic tradition, should be represented by a lush, romantic 

f picture, “SONG WITHOUT END” at the 
ESQUIRE THEATER. Liszt composed a 
flood of symphonies, choral pieces, masses, 
tone poems, piano concertos, .rhapsodies, 
cantatas, songs and pianoforte numbers of 
which “Liebestraum’? is probably the most 
famous with the general public. 

As played by Dirk Bogarde, the Hungari- 
an piano genius is handsome, soulful, tempestuous, tempera- 
mental, and a lover in the grand tradition. His long and stormy 
affair with a French countess, by whom he had three chil- 
dren, his rejection of her after he became fed up with her 
possessiveness, and his affair with a Russian princess are 

taken up. This ends in his decision to enter a monastery when 
the church refuses to give an annulment or divorce to the 
Russian countess so she and Liszt can be married. (Actually, 
Liszt didn’t want to marry her and entered the Franciscan or- 
der at the age of 54 partly to escape her.) His brilliant ca- 
reer as a pianist, his decision to go into composing, and his 
championing of Wagner are explored. ) 

The dramatic development is too episodic and not strong 
enough to have a strong impact, but the picture’s romantic 
fervor and color and the rather melancholy appeal of frus- 
trated love at the end are undeniably there. And it is done in 
a plush and baroque opulence, filled with scenes in beautiful 
European concert halls. There is a lot of fine piano playing 
in concert scenes and some orchestral excerpts. The piano 
work is brilliantly ghosted by Jorge Bolet, with Bogarde doing 
a marvelous technical job of digital simulation. The works 
range from those of Chopin, Bach, Wagner, Handel, Bee- 
thoven and Mendelssohn to those of Verdi and Schumann, with 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic supplying the orchestral music. 

The late Charles Vidor directed, and George Cukor took 
over after his death. James Wong Howe’s Eastman color pho- 
tography immeasurably aids the rich effects. A French model 
named Capucine plays the Russian princess. She is rather 
chilly, but regal looking- and elegant. Genevieve Page is the 
stormy French comtesse. Patricia Morison contributes an 
effective bit as George Sand, and Martita Hunt is her usual 
acidulous self as a’ grand duchess. This is a film that should 
appeal strongly to women—what with all the trend these days 
toward blunt, outspoken, toughly realistic and sometimes 
shocking films, the soft ‘‘womeh’s picture” doesn’t come along 
very often.

Science Fiction and Scientific Crime 


H. G. WELLS’S prophetic (but we hope not too prophetic) 
novel, “THE TIME MACHINE,” has been made into a science- 
adventure picture by George Pal that is remarkable for its 
imagination, if not. for execution or dramatic force. It is 

showing at LOEW’S STATE. 
Wells’s Time Traveler (played by Rod 
Taylor) is unable to convince fellow scien- 
tists at the turn of the century that he has 
delved into the fourth dimension—time—and 
come up with a machine in which he can 
travel back and forth through the centuries. 
He takes off anyway in the contraption, 
made up of a chair, a control box and a whirling disk, which 
is gaudy enough to go over in any amusement park. At first, 
going slowly, he watches time fly by noting the changes in 
styles in a modiste shop across the street. Then he pauses 
briefly to learn about World War I and World War II, then 
takes off for 1966, where an atomic and microbe war destroys 
most of civilization. 

Then he whirls off to the year 802,701. He finds the earth’s 
surface around his old horhe a tropical paradise, inhabited by 
& small, simple, very handsome, youthful blond race, with 
“e@pparently no brains, initiative, or emotions. These morons 
are bred like cattle for food by the cannibalistic and hideously 
deformed Morlocks, savages whose ancestors retreated under- 
ground after the atomic war. Of course, there is one partic- 
ularly beautiful and dumb blonde, (Yvette Mimieux) with 
,dwhom Taylor falls in love and whom he saves from the 
monsters. Just like a knight fighting dragons back in King 
Arthur’s day. 

Interesting enough, but small in scope from a very large 
subject. No attempt has been made to explore the philosophic 
and sociological profundities, but rather to put out a modest- 
priced production with a science-horror angle. 

The co-feature, “THE DAY THEY ROBBED THE BANK 
OF ENGLAND,” is much more absorbing. A band of Irish 
patriots, intent on home rule (the time is 1901), plan to rob 
_the bullion vault of the Bank of England of a million pounds 
‘to finance their cause. The bank, guarded by a British Guards 
detachment, seemingly is impenetrable. But the Irish plotters 
‘ hire an Irish-American civil engineer-bank burglar (Aldo Ray) 
to attempt the burglary. He gets to the architectural plans, 
becomes a buddy of the captain of the guards so he can 
examine the interior, and from an old sewer scavenger learns 
that an old walled-up sewer passes under the bank only 30 
feet from the bullion vault. 

The ingenious plotting is quite intriguing and the suspense 
is hafrowing as the burglars burrow. You find yourself 
almost rooting for the bad guys, pardon me, patriots. Howard 
Clewes’s screenplay is taut. Even if Ray is rather too subdued

Millions From Models

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Oct. 14 


IT WAS JUST 18 YEARS ago 
that Lewis H. Glaser took $750 
plus an idea—and parlayed both 
into a $17,000,000-a-year business. 

The $750 was all the capital 
the 25-year old Glaser had sal- 
vaged from a radio parts busi- 
ness that failed when wartime 
shortages cut off his supply. The 
idea was a firm conviction that 
plastics was a coming industry. 

Glaser’s slim savings _ pur- 
chased an about-to-go-bankrupt 
plastics business—a few crude 
machines for making molds and 
he rented a tiny store for $45 
a month. 


From that unpromising be- 
ginning has sprung Revell, 
Inc., world’s largest maker of 
plastic construction kits for 
model boats, planes, missiles, 
cars and animals. Of the 
more than 20 companies serv- 
ing the nation’s 23,000,000 
model - makers, Revell is by 
far the biggest. 


Glaser, a self-educated chem- 
ist whose formal education 
stopped after high school, didn’t 
hit the jackpot overnight. He 
started out making plastic 
combs, picture frames and small 
toys. One of the latter was an 
item dreamed up by press agent 
Jim Moran. 

“I’ve got a great idea,’”’ Moran 
told Glaser. ‘‘Make some plastic 
horses and we'll put Mexican 
jumping beans inside them. 
When the, beans jump, the 
horses will buck like crazy.” 

Glaser turned out hundreds of 
thousands of plastic ponies and 
contracted for the entire crop 
of beans. That was the year the 
Mexican jumpirig bean crop suf- 
fered a complete failure. Glaser 
tossed his horse horde into the 
melting pot and to this day

starts laughing when he sees 
bean sOup on a menu. 

By 1950, Glaser was looking 
around for a product that might 
catch on even without advertis- 
ing. He found it in the ancient 
Maxwell car made famous by 
comedian Jack Benny. He de- 
cided to. make a miniature plas- 
tic model of the Maxwell. 

He didn’t know it at the time, 
but he had pressed the right but- 
ton. The miniature car sold well 


for a time, then faded. But a 
wholesaler suggested that 


in- 
stead of selling the Maxwell as 
a toy, why not put the plastic 
parts in a box and let the buyer 
assemble it himself? 


Glaser took the plunge. Or- 
ders poured in by the thou- 
sands. They didn’t even stop 
after the Christmas season— 
an unheard of phenomenon in 
the toy business. The youthful 
entrepreneur poured every 
cent he had into the new tools 
and dies and began turning 
out amazingly realistic ship 
and plane models. 


Today, Revell produces 50 
per cent of the “kit” industry’s 
output, with two plants in the 
United States, one in London, 
another in Germany and a fac- 
tory now being built in Japan. 
Glaser, who once worried when 
he risked $6000 on molds for 
several plane models, now thinks 
nothing of spending $150,000 to 
produce a single product — the 
tooling cost of Revell’s latest, 
a model for the Allison prop-jet 
aircraft engine. 

Glaser now has more than 
1000. employes—including his at- 
tractive wife who serves as vice 
president in charge of new 
product development. He met 
her on a blind date and married 
her three weeks later.

Large Adam’s Apple 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT CAUSES a protruding Adam’s apple? Is it a 
glandular deficiency? Is there anything that can be done 
about it? T.D. 

LEANNESS, as a rule is the sole cause of it. 

The Adam’s apple is a sort of a cartilage shield, which 
is a firm, springy, tough, protective tissue. It is held in place 
by ligaments. 

As you know, cartilage is neither bone nor ordinary flesh. 
It is a special type of tissue which does various services in 
the body. For example, cartilage is what gives shape to the 
ears, since no bone is present there. Cartilage also is pres- 
ent in the various joints of the body.
